Reformed. But it was not his Zeal that made him ſo 
furious, but his eager Ambition of a Cardinals Cap, to 
which he ſacrific'd his otherwiſe great Learning and 
Parts. Nor was this all; for having waſted his own 
Nemeans to run in 1n Debt, he knew noother way to 
ſupply his Luxurious Extravagance, than by fdifg 
with the G»i/tan or Henotic Fattion ; Ar the'ſame time 
not only a Turncoat from his/Religion, -but a Rebel 
to his Prince. 

The next to him we find Francis Balduinus, who ha- 
ving embrac'd the Proteſtant Religion in Germany, at 
length turn'd to the Romilſh Perſwaſion, upon the 
fair hopes he had of being preferr'd in Poland, by 
Henry the Third, afterwards King-of Fraxce ; had» he 
not been prevented by death.. 

To theſe we may add-the Remarkable Story of F7ugo 
Serellas Roſarius, a Famous Proteſtant Divine, who 
being ſeiz'd in the Pariſian Maſſacre, and frightned 
with the terrors of threatning Death, abjur'd his Reli- 
gion before Char/esthe Ninth, 1n the preſence of Henry 
of Navarr, Catherine his Siſter, the Prince of Conde, 
his Princeſs, and Daughter in,Law. Upon which all 
but Conde, rather out of fear than touch'd with his 
Example, for the Time renounc'd the Reform'd Reis 
gion. But Conde all this while ſtood firm, till he had 
an opportunity to as Reſarivs in private, whither 
what he had done was out of Conſcience or-fear 2 Who 
affirming, it was out of Conſcience ; then Conde like> 
wiſe fell oft, and went publickly tro Maſs. _ . 

Nov” hat was the iſſue of it ? The example of Ro- 
Jarius having wrought theſe wonderful Etlets, he mY

ſent by the Prince - of Mompenfier to try whether he 
ke his Daughter 9 the Duke of Bolvignes 
Wife, from the Proteſtant Belief, which ſhe likewiſe 
| rofeſs'd. But failing iin_ his woe! moor and finding 

imſelf at liberty,-he retir'd to Heilde/bergh. Where, in 
a Book: which he publickly fer forth, Ze recanted rhe 


through his pernicious and impious Means,he had occafion'd 
him to run ſo dangerons a hazard of his Conſcience. 

"Theſe were all Eminent Men, and of great Parts and 
Learning, and yet we fee how their hopes and their 


fears betray'd them. . 
' But we are now to Bive a particular Account of ſe-

vera[l Perſons of no leſs Grandeur and Learning, that 
being before devout Sons of Popery, abandon'd the 
Ceremonies of Rome, and making choice of the Prn- 


- reſtant profeſſion, at the ſame time that they migihr 


not be tax'd of Inconſtancy or worldly Drifts, publiſy- 
ed the true Reaſons of their Converſion. 
- We ſhall begin with Galeazzo Caracciolo, Marquifs of 


Vico de la Baronia, in the Kingdom of Naples, who be- 
ing at firſt a ſtiff Roman Catholick, a Perſon of Noble: 


Extraction, and a plentiful Fortune, nobly Marry'd, 
and happy in a: numerous Off-ſpring, inbib'd his firſt 
Rudiments of Proteſtantiſm from Peter Martyr, then re- 
ſiding in Naples, and there privately advancirg the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. At what time the Marquis took ſuch 
an affeion to his Dofrine, that coming into Germany 
to'attend upon Charles the V- he ſent for Peter Martyr, 
then in Germany alſo, to Srrabourgh ; and was there by 
his firſt Converter fo fully convinc'd of the Truth of

Valdez. accompany'd him 
into Germany, Where he was inſtrumental 1n confirm- 
ing the Marquiſs his Friend ia the Reſolution he had

Julius, Duke of Brunſwick, fays5:the Hiſtorian, ; de- 
ſerting the Religion of his Fathers, was tio ſooner ſea- 
tel in his Principality but he” ſubſcrib'd to the Refor- 
med Confeſſion, and caus'd it to-be Preach'd. through 
all his Territories ; to which purpoſe he ſent for Facob 
Andreas of Tubing and.

Woltg, Prince of Avhalt, was. another Profelyte T6n.. 
to the Reformed Religion , for which there needs no 38: 
other account but what. the Confederate Princes put 
forth at ſeveral times to juſtifie their proceedings. 

William, Prince of Orange, who wreſled the Low Strada..r. 
Countries from the Tyranny of the Spaniards, Count 
Egmund, - Philig and Momoraneius Horn : all theſe were 
Pre cs to the Reform'd Religion, Alienated from 
cheir Subjefion to Rome by the Cruelties of the Inqui- 
ſition, and of the Duke of A4/va; as appears by their 
ſubmiſſive Complaints and Petitions ro Margarer Go- 
vernels of the Netherlands in behalf of the afflited 
People ; and the Confederacy between the Reformed 
for the Defence of their Toes and Liberty.
